SCOTTDAJjE, Oct. 25.—.An emer- 


gency hospital has been opened in 
the Y. M. C. A. building here for the 
purpose of caring for persons who 
are stricken with the .Spanish influen- 
za and pneumonia and kindred di- 
seases. The hospital has been opened 
through, the efforts of the Rei Cross 
and the Sctttdale Board of Health. 


About 20 beds have already been 


installed in the "Y'' and the state 
board of health has been requested 
to sup-ply 40'more. These beds will 
be arr.inged in the gymnasium of the 
institution. .The "Y" kitchen will be 
used to prepare food for the nurses 
and patients. 


The Red Cross, has supplied two 


graduate nurses, iO nurses' aides, and 
an expert dietitian with a;de:i. 
A 


committee of civilian relief has been 
organised by the Rfd Cross which 
will see that all cases in the to«-u are 
given the necessary care. 


Two serious cases were admitted 


to the hospital last evening while the 
executive committee ivas in scssion.- 


At (he executive committee meet- 


ing the community was divided into 
districts and a relief committee as- 
signed to each district- 
This relief 


committee will keep in touch with 
all the residents of their district and 
caseo which are not getting the prop- 
er care and attention will be removed 
to the emergency ho:pital.

are located will be admitted to the 
ho. p:lHl. 
If the epidemic should 


iccrcd:-o and the physicians be uoa-

PUBLIC WELFARE THE FfltST 


The report of the committee whicli 


made the health survey of the city, 
showing 1,389 cases of influenza and 
pneumonia, _vril[ be a revalation 10 
thosfe who were disposed to believe 
tiiat. the epidemic had not assumed 
very" considerable propoitions. Sober- 
ing tas are the facts established by 
the 'survey, knowledge- of. the ccwadi- 
tions* as they were -found to'eilst, 
should occasion no 
undue 
alarm.

break. Thus we muat guard against 
any 'relaxation of precautionary mea- 
«QTCB until it la fcnown :'or a certainty 
that all danger is passed. Unless we 
ma individuals exercise the greatest 
viglbinre against the disease, we can- 
inot extfect that we shaU- escape mere- 
ly as a matter of good fortune, or that 
(it Iy unnecessary for us to further 
(contribute to the efforu that are be- 
ttng,inade to stay the progress of the 
dread malady. 


"With the information we no?r have 


of the number of cases, ,Lnd particular- 
ly of those requiring assistance, the 
problem confronting the people ' of 
the city can be approached with a 
better understanding of the 
needs. 


Tne: outstanding fact ostabliahed by 
the ."survey is that the magnificent 
worK being done. at. the emergency 
hospital and by ..the seK-sacnficmg 
committee and the workers in charge, 
must be sustained and augmented 1n 
every possible way. More help' must 
be provided, the present limited num- 
ber of persons being inadequate^ Those 
who1 have, been giving \nremitting at- 
tention to the task muse not be asked 
to conliriue their labors to the point 
of 'physical exhaustion, which some 
are already uearing. They must hare.. 
relief and that relief can apparently 
come but in one way <md that is by 
& larger number of persons -volun- 
teering to do whatever they can and 
all that they can. 


The situation is indeed serious but 


it must be met calmly, courageously, 
and by actions "that are controlled 
solely by a desire to make the public 
welfare the first consideration. 


"While the militaiy and financial prosecution of the war Is the first issue 


betore the country, the next commanding problem is doubtless thai of con- 
struction. 
All other countries except the United States are preparing con- 


structively for peace. The United States alone is as unprepared for peace 
as she was for war. The Democrats show no disposition to consider in ad- 
vance the reconstruction problem. They are no more the preparedness party 
for peace than they were the preparedness party for war. While they have 
the excuse for their delay in equipping th^ country with a proper war pro- 
gram that the United States is not a militaristic nation, and that it was for 
a t-me "too proud to fight," it is difficult to imagine what their excuse will 
be Cor a lack of preparedness for peace. 


Through Senator Weeks the Hepublicans have already introduced in *be 


Senate a resolution calling for^the appointment of a Committee on Recon- 
struction, which would adequately consider in advance the many problems 
that will be upon us at fhe drop of the peace hat, and which, if we are 
unprepared to meet them, may throw us into panics and confusions from 
which decades will not deliver us. It Is true that Senator Overman, since 
Senator Weeks' proposal was made, has introduced a bill practically putting 
the control of all reconstruction policies into the hands of the President 
But this plan cannot pass even a Democratic Congress without weeks of 
debate, if at all. A Democratic Congress will not meet these reconstruction 
problems at the only time that they properly can be met—m advance; a 
Republican Congress would meet them promptly. 


Judging from a non-partisan standpoint, it appears that '.he only way to 


prevent the diversion to partisan uses of the powers granted to the chief 
executive solely as war measures is m the retura of a Rapublican Congress. 
Experience has shown that protest is unavailing, that public revelations of 
advantages taken by departmental heads of war conditiocs to further tbeir 
political fortune* is unavailing. There appears to be only ond way to "keep 
po.ittes out of the war"; that is to give Republicans a congressional control. 
That will not only keep politics, it will keep partisanship, out of the conduct 
of the war. 


"With a joint responsibility in the government will come a joint use of the 


Cation's best brains. Thus only can the republic realize its highest efficiency. 
•With both parties hitched to the load, one at one end of Pennsylvania, avenue, 
one at the other end, the thought of America and of the world for the mixt 
two years will be to discover which can. pull the harder.
